1 ,000 Montanans between 1 6 and 24 are injured on the job each year. 
A stat like this calls for a fast response and a statewide effort to 
protect our young workforce. The No Jack campaign (see www.nojack.net) 

is a multiple media vehicle that delivers a crucial safety message to 
Montana's young employees. Rather than re-state the importance 
of safety via traditional TV and print media, the campaign initiates 
a dialogue with young Montanans mainly through online channels. 
Banner ads and humorous viral movie clips-filmed in the style of 
MTV's popular Jackass series-direct web traffic to www.nojack.net, 
where they find more videos with young workers doing stupid stunts. 
Each video concludes with a serious message: "Don't be a jackass. At 
work." In addition to inviting users to enter the now-ended sweepstakes 
for a free Nintendo® Wii™ game system (see next page), the site also 
provides important safety information, free ringtones, and real life 
stories of injured young workers.

Adam Schuff is a 21 -year-old senior at The University of Montana. 
Next spring he will receive a degree in fine arts with an emphasis on 
lighting design. 

Adam's interest in the arts began at an early age while growing up in 
Great Falls. He started out as a musician. As a result, he learned to 
run sound and went into stagecraft in high school. Adam learned 
about career options when he entered college, but he says his love 
of music was something he got from his dad, Bill. 

Bill Schuff died in a work related accident when Adam was just four 
years old. His mom, Colleen, was left to raise young Adam and his 
three-month old brother, Jacob. Though Colleen admits the years 
since her husband's death have been financially tight, she always 
knew her boys were destined for higher learning and impressed upon 
them the importance of an education. Adam took this advice to 
heart and worked hard to get exceptional grades. When it came 
time to apply for college, he and Colleen put a lot of time and effort 
into finding money. 

Colleen explains that the last scholarship they applied for was from 
Montana State Fund. "It was a blessing at the last minute. We were 
jumping for joy. Then we found out it was a four year scholarship, 
and we were even more excited." 



What is the MSF Scholarship Program? Assisting spouses 
and dependents of workers who are fatally injured in a work-related 
accident is the Montana State Fund's scholarship program's primary 
goal. These cash awards can be used for higher education and 
training programs. Recipients are eligible to receive up to $2,000 
per academic year. Funds are available for the award year plus up to 
three renewable years, with a maximum cumulative award of $8,000. 
To remain eligible for the scholarships, recipients must maintain a 
2.0 GPA. The program is administered by the Montana Guaranteed 
Student Loan Program. Since the program began in 2002, MSF has 
helped 26 Montana families achieve their goals in higher education. 

Happy endings. "The scholarship has been vital to my education," 
says Adam. "My studies are very important to me, and this scholarship 
has enabled me to spend more time studying, concentrating on my 
future, and less time working for a paycheck." It's music to Colleen's ears 
(and ours), and she now looks forward to seeing Adam's little brother, 
Jacob, go to college in 2010.
